Magazines conducted a poll of 
57,000 junior and senior high 
school students at 2,000 schools. 


More than 70 per cent of the 


college students and faculty 
were satisfied with the quality of 
education they were receiving, 
and a larger majority agreed 
that "students who disrupt the 
functioning of a college should be 
expelled or suspended." 


Similar results came from the 


younger students. Nearly 80 per 
cent believed that anyone who 
burned the American flag should 
be arrested, and three-fourths 
were opposed to the elimination 
of grades.

WASHINGTON (AP) — After 


three days of debate dominated 
by criticism of the Indochina 
war and Lt. William Calley's 
conviction in the My Lai mas- 
sacre, the House has approved 
a two-year draft extension pav- 
ing the way for President Nix- 
on's all-volunteer army. 


The draft package was sent 


to the Senate on a 293 to 99 vote 
Thursday night, after the two- 
vote defeat of an amendment to 
extend the draft just one year 
to June 30, 1972. '*, 
, 


The measur$ also' carries a 


$2.7-billion pay boost to attract 
military volunteers, authorizes 
the President to abolish student 
deferments as of April 23, 1970, 
and abolish the civilian service 
requirement for conscientious 
objectors from two years to 
three years but allows them to 
work in private hospitals as 
well as government agencies. 


Senate strength for a one- 


year draft extension is likely to 
gain muscle as a result of the 
narrow 200-198 House vote 
against it. 


A House amendment against 


requiring any man drafted aft- 
er the first of the year to serve 
in Indochina was rejected 260- 
to-122. 


A proposal by Rep. Sam Gib- 


bons, D-Fla., to ban sending 
U.S. troops into combat except 
in time of invasion or declared 
war was defeated 279 to 97. 


A proposal, dedicated to Lt. 


Calley, to outlaw future prose- 
cution of soldiers for killings 
during wartime was offered by 
Rep. John R. Rarick, D-La., 
and defeated by voice vote. 


Rep. Otis G. Pike, D-N.Y., 


withdrew a proposal to cut the 
$2.7-billion pay boost back to 
Nixon's original $987 million re- 
quest—partly, he said, because 
of the public outcry over Cal- 
ley's conviction.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


$1.75 billion public service jobs 
bill similar to one vetoed by 
President Nixon last year has 
sailed through the Senate 62 to 
10 despite renewed Republican 
opposition. 


The Thursday vote sent the 


measure to the House where 
Democratic sponsors hope to 
clear it to the President later 
this month. 


Republicans opposed to the 


bill said in the six-hour Senate 
debate they expect the Presi- 
dent will veto it just as he did 
last December. 


However, their efforts to send 


the bill back to committee or 
weaken it were turned back by 
a coalition of Democrats and a 
few industrial state Republi- 
cans. 


Democrats contended the bill 


would provide 150,000 jobs al- 
most immediately if accepted 
by the administration. 


In addition, they said, it 


would help the states, cities 
and other local 
government 


units meet pressing manpower 
needs in schools, hospitals, rec- 
reation programs, police and 
fire departments and 
other 


services. 


Republicans replied the bill 


will make only a small differ- 
ence in the near-6-per cent job- 
less rate. 


They also contended most of 


the jobs will be a deadend, as 
Nixon argued in vetoing the 
1970 measure. 


They called instead for pas- 


sage of the President's special 
manpower revenue-sharing pro- 
posal.

up to an annual I'ate of 6 per 
cent in March after a two- 
month decline, the Labor De- 
partment announced today. 


The figures were not accom- 


panied by an official 
inter- 


pretation by the Bureau of La- 
bor Statistics, under the admin- 
istration's new policy of han- 
dling the monthly announce- 
ment, but members of Congress 
called BLS economists for ques- 
tioning. 


There were 5.2 million unem- 


ployed men and women in 
March, the report disclosed. 
This was 270,000 fewer than in 
February, but the decline was 
less than usual for this season. 
After allowing for the seasonal 
adjustment, joblessness rose by 
150,000 on the annual basis. 


Employment was about un- 


changed at 78.5 million, season- 
ally adjusted. Except for a 
temporary rise in January, to- 
tal employment has stayed vir- 
tually even since last May; it is 
500,000 below the record high of 
March a year ago. 


The increase in unemploy- 


ment occurred largely among 
teen-agers and those in the 20- 
to 24-year-old 
age 
bracket.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Senate defeated an 
appropriation to provide school 
districts with a start toward 
establishing public kindergarten 
program 
Thursday 
but 
the 


measure may be considered 
again. 


The $500,000 appropriation for 


each of the next two fiscal 
years fell victim to confusion 
that arose in the Senate as the 
body hurried to wind up its af- 
fairs before a planned two-week 
recess of the legislature begin- 
ning after today's session. 


The House, meanwhile, con- 


curred in six noncontroversial 
Senate amendments to the pro- 
posed revenue stabilization act, 
finishing legislative work on the 
bill that will determine how rev- 
enues will be distributed to the 
state agencies and institutions 
in the next bienniurn. 


The House also passed a bill 


to create a cultural museum at 
Hot Springs and both houses 
completed action on a bill that 
would admit osteopaths to the 
full practice of medicine and 
surgery in Arkansas.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Cir- 


cuit Judge Warren E. Wood of 
Little Rock ruled Thursday 
that Mrs. Connie Alber of Little 
Rock is entitled to a $1,200 
judgment against the American 
Independent party of Arkansas 
for her services as its former 
secretary. 


Wood made the decision in 


Mrs. Alber's suit for $6,500 
against the AIP. He had had the 
case under advisement for at- 
torneys' briefs since hearing 
testimony Feb. 1. 


Mrs. Alber contended that she 


had held the executive secre- 
tary's job 69 weeks, from De- 
cember 1968 to April 1970, and 
that she was to be paid $100 a 
week. She said the party had 
paid her only $400. She testified 
that she had told party officials 
she would work without pay un- 
til the party had money in its 
treasury with which to pay her. 


"People primarily work for 


money but for a short period of 
time might work from a spirit 
of loyalty," Wood said. "Com- 
pensation is being granted the 
plaintiff on the theory that she 
should be paid for a three 
months' 
duration. 
Having 


worked for three months with- 
out pay the court finds that any 
work performed thereafter was 
on a purely voluntary basis with 
no logical reason to believe that 
she would ever be paid for such 
services."

Favorable to 
Suez Opening

Israeli Deputy Premier Yigal 


Allon 
gave a 
favorable 
re- 


sponse today to Egyptian Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat's new pro- 
posal for reopening the Suez 
Canal. 


He warned, however, that 


"we must arrive at the king of 
legal arrangement that will not 
weaken Israel's defense setup 
in the Sinai desert." 


"Egypt has made a proposal 


for reopening the Suez Canal to 
international shipping without 
reaching a full peace treaty, 
and we should be ready for 
such a partial treaty," Allon 
told an Israeli journalists' 
luncheon. 


He recalled 
that 
Premier 


Golda Meir had responded fa- 
vorably in February to Sadat's 
first proposal for opening the 
waterway. 


Egypt's Middle East News 


Agency reported today that Sa- 
dat, in a restatement of his po- 
sition, would agree to a new ex- 
tension of the cease-fire and re- 
opening of the canal if the Is- 
raelis pull back from the water- 
way and withdraw from part of 
the Sinai desert. But he said 
Egyptian troops would move 
into the territory vacated by Is- 
rael, a point that is certain to 
be strongly opposed by hawks 
in the Israeli Cabinet. Allon is 
known as one of the main doves 
in the government. 


Observers in Jerusalem ex- 


pect the Cabinet to reject the 
Egyptian plan ultimately unless 
it is modeified. 


The Israeli observers 
said 


Egypt's proposal showed it was 
not interested in negotiating a 
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peace agreement because it 
was setting conditions unaccep- 
table to Israel. 


Israel 
has consistently re- 


jected any withdrawal without 
a peace treaty setting bound- 
aries that it considers secure. 


The 
statement 
of 
Sadat's 


views suggested that Egyptian 
and Israeli forces could be sep- 
arated by a neutral zone occu- 
pied by an international contin- 
gent. But he demanded that all 
Israeli troops leave their posi- 
tions at the Strait of Tiran, 
overlooking Israel's southern 
sea route through the Gulf of 
Aqaba. Israel is certain to re- 
ject this. 


Sadat's offer to reopen the 


Suez Canal was a renewal of a 
proposal first made in Febru- 
ary, when he said Egypt would 
reopen the canal following a 
"partial withdrawal" of Israeli 
forces from Sinai. But the Is- 
raeli sources noted that once 
again the Egyptian statement 
made no mention of Israeli 
shipping 
through the 
canal, 


which has been closed to Israel 
since it was taken over by the 
Egyptians in 1956. 


The Cairo press implied that 


Sadat's views had been con- 
veyed to President Nixon in a 
note last month. The Middle 
East News Agency said Sadat 
received 
a written message 


from Nixon Friday, but it gave 
no details of its contents. 


Meanwhile, Palestinian guer- 


rillas blew up a pipeline that 
feeds Jordan's only oil refinery 
and set a section on fire early 
today. 


The Jordanian 
government 


reported the explosion ruptured 
the spur line that carries 12,000 
barrels of oil a day from the 
American-owned Trans Arabian 
Pipeline to the refinery at Zer- 
ka, 15 miles northeast of Am- 
man. Pumping of oil through 
the main pipeline from Saudi 
Arabia to the Mediterranean 
was not affected. 


Russia Brags 
of Power to 
Hit Anywhere

MOSCOW (AP) - Soviet De- 


fense Minister Andrei Grechko 
told the Communist party con- 
gress today that the Soviet 
army "has in its arsenal a 
weapon 
of huge 
destructive 


power capable of reaching any 
point on the globe." 


Excerpts of his speech dis- 


tributed by Tass did not make 
clear whether Marshal Grechko 
was referring to some new de- 
velopment or a known weapons 
system. But he accused the 
United 
States 
of increasing 


preparations for war and warn- 
ed that the Soviet Union, if 
ever attacked, would "punish 
the aggressor" in his home- 
land. 


Grechko 
said 
the 
United 


States had tried to assume the 
role of the world's policeman. 
He said Washington chose Viet- 
nam "as the bridgehead for its 
strategy and is waging there a 
plundering criminal war." 


"But," the marshal declared, 


"Vietnam has become the cem- 
etery of imperialism's military 
doctrine." 


He described Soviet military 


aid to Vietnam and the Arab 
states as "disinterested assis- 
tance" and an example of Rus- 
sia's "international duty." 


Two leading cities of the 


"Brezhnev Doctrine" that na- 
tional Communist parties and 
governments have only limited 
sovereignty within the world 
Communist movement used the 
congress Thursday as a plat- 
form for new appeals for full 
autonomy for all Communist 
parties.

Treatment for 
Dope Addicts 
Still Unproven 
WASHINGTON ( A P ) - Re- 


jecting requests for major lib- 
eralization, the government to- 
.lay reaffirmed its stand that 
:he controversial drug meth- 
adone still is an unproven long- 
enn treatment for narcotics 
addiction. 


But two government agencies 


sanctioned dispension of the 
drug, used as a substitute for 
heroin, by individual doctors, a 
step some major medical advi- 
sory groups frown on. 


The Food and Drug Adminis- 


tration and the Justice Depart- 
ment's Bureau of Narcotics and 
Dangerous Drugs set guidelines 
that must be followed to gain 
government approval for ad- 
ministering maintenance does 
of methadone to addicts. 


The rules were slightly re- 


laxed from initial ones pro- 
posed last June, but retained 
safeguards 
some 
medical 


groups say are 
unnecessary 


and unduly restrictive of scien- 
tific investigation. 


By 
contrast, 
the 
two 


agencies' 
sanction 
of 
meth- 


adone—dispension by individual 
physicians 
was at 
variance 


with drug committees of the 
National Academy of Sciences 
and the American Medical As- 
sociation. 


They said only clinics or 


groups of physicians are ca- 
pable of keeping necessary tabs 
on methadone programs. 


Methadone is a synthetic nar- 


cotic that proponents say elimi- 
nates the craving for heroin 
while allowing adicts to func- 
tion productively in society. 
Methadone overdoses, however, 
can be fatal. The government 
has approved about 275 mainte- 
nance programs. 


Washington is a major test 


area for Methadone use. About 
2,700 heroin addicts are being 
treated with the drug under one 
program.

juice can also be obstructed 
by a tumor or other mechan- 
ical mechanisms.

Soviet Chief

used words seemingly chosen to 
reflect great confidence, but he 
left the impression of being like 
a juggler with too many plates 
in the air at once.

the 5,000 delegates did nothing 
Tuesday but listen to six hours 
of Brezhnev oration, mercifully 
interrupted by two breaks for 
refreshment.

—On domestic affairs, sup- 


port for speculation that a con- 
test is going on for allocation, 
with the military still demand- 
ing the lion's share, although 
Brezhnev heavily stressed the 
civilian view that higher living 
standards were of great impor- 
tance. The military favors lop- 
sided investment in heavy in- 
dustry. 


—In foreign affairs, a surface 


look of boldness. Much of this, 
however, was adorned 
with 


cliches about "imperialism." 
Brezhnev also seems to have 
adopted the Nikita Khrushchev 
technique 
of the blockbuster 


proposal. The call for confer- 
ences on nuclear and general 
disarmament is reminisicent of 
Khrushchev's 
sponsorship of 


"general and complete 
dis- 


armament," 
which 
sounded 


good but, in this sort of world, 
was hardly possible. 


—In international Communist 


affairs, 
indication 
that 
the 


ideological conflict worries So- 
viet leaders and occupies much 
of their attention. 


—In the ideological struggle, 


a hint that some sort of inter- 
national Communist center to 
direct the movement's 
activi- 


ties would be welcome, perhaps 
along lines of the defunct Com- 
munist Information Bureau— 
the old Cominform of the later 
Stalin days. 


—In the cold war, a hint that 


Moscow would like another go- 
around for the popular

with left-wing 
ele- 


ments. Brezhnev seemed angry 
that some Social democrats in 
Europe didn't want to cooper- 
ate, and he dismissed them as

China Treated 
Americans 
Courteously

HONG KONG (AP) — A Phil- 


ippine airliner hijacked to Com- 
munist China returned home to- 
day, and one of the four Ameri- 
cans aboard reported the Red 
Chinese asked them few ques- 
tions and treated them "courte- 
ously." 


"We were not treated badly 


in any way," said Eldred Few- 
kes of Burley, Idaho, who has 
been in business in Manila for 
12 years. 


The Philippines Airlines twin- 


engine jet, with 19 passengers 
and crew of five, flew here this 
morning from Canton, in south- 
ern China, after leaving behind 
six young Filipino hijackers. 


The hijackers diverted 
the 


plane with 45 persons aboard 
Tuesday morning during a do- 
mestic flight in the Philippines. 
It 
refueled 
in Hong Kong, 


where 20 passengers were re- 
leased. 


After the plane's return to 


Hong Kong, security 
guards 


searched it for bombs 
that 


might have been planted by the 
hijackers and found none. Then 
plane, passengers and crew re- 
turned to Manila. 


Fewkes told a news confer- 


ence in Hong Kong that the 
passengers, hijackers and crew 
spent the night in a dormitory 
at the Canton airport, the four 
women in single rooms and the 
men in rooms with four beds 
each. 


He said the hijackers "were 


still around, mixing with us up 
to the time we left this morn- 
ing." 


"They wished us good luck 


when we got on the plane," he 
said. Fewkes was asked by 
newsmen whether the hijackers 
were given political asylum by 
Communist China. 


"I 
have no comment 
on 


that," he replied. 


"They said they plan to re- 


turn to the Philippines in two 
years time," he said, adding 
that there were "indications 
that the hijackers belonged to 
some 
organization. 
They 
all 


looked to be students and they 
said they had some long-range 
program." 


Officials in Manila said five 


of the youths were students at 
Mindanao 
University 
in 
the 


southern Philippines and the 
sixth was a former student 
there. 
Reports Tuesday 
said 


there were five hijackers, but it 
developed that a sixth passen- 
ger was in the group.

passengers were the Rev. and 
Mrs. Russell E. Ebersole of

N.J., 
and 


George W. Drysdak- of Wauke- 
gan, 111. The Ebersoles are 
Baptist missionaries, and Drys- 
lale is president of a Manila 
company.
